II is not giv en to many men to enter the 
ninth decade of life. Ev en fewer are those 
who reach that a Re still capable of purpose­ 
ful work, w ho still hav e Roals ahead of them 
and things they want lo accomplish. 
E\cn rarer is the man who can reflect 
that in his lifetime he has receiv ed the high­ 
est honors his fellows can accord him. 
Rarest of all is the man who can look 
hack with the knowledge that, because he 
liv ed, literally tens upon tens of millions of 
other human beings liv e. 
There is one man, howev er, who Qualities 
for each 
of 
these categories — Herbert 
Clark Hoov er, 31st president of the United 
States, now 90 years old, 
It was flu' m isfortune of Herbert Hoov er 
to be president on Ort. 29, 1929, when the 
N ew 
York 
stock 
market 
crashed 
and 
ushered in tilt4 worst depression in history. 
Giv en the sim plistic nature of popular 
politics, it was inev itable that Hoov er, who 
had warned Congress about the dangerous 
trend of the market, should he blamed and 
his party go out of national power for the 
next 20 years. 
But it has been tile good fortune of Her­ 
bert Hoov er to liv e not 20 but 32 years 
after those dark days. Now that the ev ents 
which wrought his downfall hav e faded 
into tho flat perspectiv e of history, the real 
achiev em ents of the man stand out in 
clearer relief. 
The young Hoov er was the v ery model of 
the self-made man, the brainy, pluek-and- 
luck fellow who makes the world his oyster 
— the type who, rather than the cowboy, 
is the real American hero. 
Born Aug. IO, 1874, at West Blanch, 
Iowa, Hoov er was an orphan at the age of 
IO. He was later taken to Oregon by an 
uncle. 
lake a proper fictional hero, he worked 
his way through the new Leland Stanford 
Univ ersity in California and in 1897 went 
to Australia as a mining engineer. 
In 1899, still following the script, he mar­ 
ried Miss lain Henry of Monterey, his one 
and only lov e altair, and went to China as 
a mining expert. 
He manned a machine 
gun at the siege of Tientsin during tile 
Boxer uprising. 
By the age of 30 he was rich. At the out­ 
break of World War I, he was in London 
directing 50,000 em ployes in mining enter­ 
prises around the world. 
When the Belgian Relief Commission w as 
formed in 1915, Hoov er was appointed its 
head and is credited with sav ing the liv es 
of some eight million {tersons. Called home 
in 1917 by President Wilson to become 
U.S. food administrator, he imposed “ m eat­ 
less Tuesdays” and “ w heatless W ednesdays” I 
on Americans and made them like it. 
Following the war, he fed whole nations,; 
iiT hiding Russia, sjlending more than $600 
million with an ov erhead cost of less than 
one-half of I per cent. 
After serv ing as secretary of commerce 
under Harding and Coolidge, Hoov er en­ 
tered the W hite House in a landslide in 1928, 
He went out under an av alanche in 1952. 
For 13 years he was simply an aging ex- ( 
president, until President Truman sent him 
on a tour of a famine-stricken world in 1946. 
H oov er’s administrativ e genius sav ed the 
liv es of more millions. 
Then, in 1917, 'Truman put him to work 
heading a commission on gov ernment re-; 
organization, a task which receiv ed bi

To an outsider, the Conserv ativ e Party claim 
that this ought make it impossible for 140,000 to 
2(X),000 v oters to find their way to pulling a Cold­ 
water lev er is something of a mystery. But ii 
could be true that some v otes would be lost to 
Coldwater and Miller simply because ticket split­ 
ting always poses mechanical difficulties. In a 
close election this might he I a t a I. 
Since the Conserv ativ e Party is actually far 
more of a Coldwater party Ilian the New York

I lier grouping, there could be some measure of

Keating has worried about 
1 running with Coldwater, but the feeling has not 
been reciprocated Indeed, at the Madison Square 
Card n conserv ativ e Republican rally last Spring, 
I Coldwater went out ol his way to praise Ken 
Keating for signing a Republican congressional 
statement 
of position 
back 
in 
1962 that 
had 
Barry’s own endorsement. Tile crowd booed the 
name of Keating, but Coldwater did not retract. 
For myself, I like Ken Keating for the same 
reason I like Senator Tom Dodd, a Democrat, of 
Connecticut. J hey are both good men on foreign 
pol icy 
And, since tho future of the American 
Republic depends on foreign policy more than it 
does on anything else, one can forgiv e both Keat­ 
ing and Dodd for domestic lapses. 
Keating was especially sound on Cuba in the 
days prior to the missile crisis. When J ohn F. 
Kennedy was still denying that the Russians were 
putting dangerous weajion.s into Cuba, and attack­ 
ing Senator Capehart of Indiana for being a silly 
armchair strategist in 
his insistence that

menace of Tide! Castro ought to be a campaign 
issue, Ken Keating was busy documenting the 
truth about the Cuban missiles. Ho kept at it 
night and day, and when tho Kennedy Adminis­ 
tration was compelled to face Khrushchev in the 
eyeball-to-eyebali confrontation Ken Keating was 
v indicated. Ile is still calling far tough sanctions 
against Cuba.

WASHINGTON — President 
J ohnson and the Congress of the 
United States 
hav e 
giv en 
the 
world 
a 
dramatic example 
of 
"brinkmanship” that reflects the 
determination of the American 
people to use military force, if 
necessary, to repel aggression. 
The joint resolution authoriz­ 
ing the use of American nav al, 
land and air forces in Southeast 
Asia to prev ent further aggres­ 
siv e acts is exactly in lin e,with 
the policies adv ocated 
by 
the 
late J ohn Foster Dulles, Secre­ 
tary of State in the Eisenhower 
administration. 
Yet the word "brinkmanship” 
has been associated with criti­ 
cism of Mr. Dulles and has re­ 
peatedly l>een taken out of con­ 
text to imply that 
those who 
support the Dulles idea are “ trig­ 
ger-happy” 
people 
bent 
upon 
starting a war. 
In J anuary. 1956, in an article 
published in Life magazine. Mr. 
Dulles 
was 
quoted 
as 
hav ing 
said: 
"You hav e to take chances for 
peace, just as you must take 
chances in war. Some say that 
we were brought to the v erge of 
war. Of course we were brought 
to the v erge of war. The abil­ 
ity to get to the v erge without 
getting into the war is the nec­ 
essary art. If you cannot master 
it, you inev itably get into war. 
If you try to run away from it.

mistaken theory that the Ameri­ 
can gov ernment would deliber­ 
ately create a crisis in order to 
rattle a sword or threaten an­ 
other country. The true meaning 
of "brinkmanship” is a policy of 
readiness 
a willingness to fight 
if 
necessary 
and 
to 
indicate 
clearly to the other side that 
aggression will he repelled. 
The erroneous 
impression 
is 
often conv eyed that efforts to 
solv e disputes by peaceful means 
are a reflection of unwillingness 
to fight or a crav en attitude. 
Secretary of State Rusk, in a 
telev ision 
interv iew 
on 
ABC’s 
' Issues and Answers” on J uly 
26, said: 
"Now the problem here is to 
make it v ery 
clear 
that 
the 
v ital interests of the free world 
will be defended with whatev er 
is necessary. 
But 
the problem 
also is to defend these by peace­ 
ful means if possible . . . There­ 
fore we'v e got to act with pru­ 
dence and sobriety 
and 
judg­ 
ment, certain path nee and per­ 
sistence. . . 
“ Our problem at the present 
time is that Pekin is pursuing 
this 
world 
rev olution 
dogma 
with a militancy that is threat­ 
ening the peace. And oui 
im­ 
mediate 
problem 
is 
to 
bring 
Hanoi 
(North Viet Nam) 
and 
Pekin to the necessary' decision 
to leav e their neighbors alone 
before it is too late.” 
It is interesting to recall that 
when President Eisenhower and 
both parties in Congress united 
on a resolution to authorize the 
use of military forces to protect 
Formosa, the Red Chinese took 
note of the action and discon­ 
tinued their aggression. 
It 
is 
hoped that there will similarly 
be a cessation now of acts of 
aggression and military threats 
in Southeast Asia.
